developer, turns down lot 


Council receivGS zip ftoin City 
Hall owners; hears about 
possible GTE phone system

The News promised “fireworks” for last Thurs¬ 
day’s meeting of the Sierra Madre Planning Com¬ 
mission, but it was more like the roar of a 
cannon. The lengthy agenda of public hearings 
was filled with controversy. Although the meeting 
extended into the middle of the night, the stac- 
catto of concerned and sometimes angry op¬ 
position kept the chamber-filled audience and 

commissioners wide awake. 

Continued controversy over the proposed de¬ 
velopment of the Jameson Trust Estate brought 
the largest group of concerned citizens out m 
opposition. Arcadia developer Ralph Rittenhouse 
introduced a revised 20-lot subdivision plan. 

Trying to wear a “white hat,’’ Rittenhouse 
recounted one-by-one the steps taken to appease 
the citizenry, his love for trees and things his¬ 
toric and his attempts to introduce renderings 
which might be more appropriate to the Jameson 
area and the town. Further, he expressed his 
disappointment with the lack of local interest shown 
through the small number of individuals who had 
accepted his invitation for an escorted walk through 
the proposed development and the neighboring 
Lawless estate developed inio Sierra Woods. 

The lengthy parade of sometimes angry, but 
always well-prepared residents speaking in opposi¬ 


tion to the subdivision, made it clear they did 
not view Rittenhouse to be “Mr. Nice — a 
developer who shared their love for Sierra Madre, 
and their interet in the preservation of the design, 
integrity, historic significance and woodsy terrain ot 
the area. 

Opposing statements cited such concerns as 
housing density too great for the area and the 
city, the need for present and future architec¬ 
tural control over new developments, the burden 
imposed to city services (fire and police), disregard 
for the threatened historic yellow house on High¬ 
land, feelings about the tree-studded property, 
ingress/egress and the move toward more and more 
cul de sacs, grading and drainage and parks and 
commons areas. Clearly, Rittenhouse and his pro¬ 
posed plan were not popular or even acceptable. 

Commissioner Stan Hutchinson referred to the 
Sierra Woods development and the proposed 
Jameson subdivision as “Disneyland houses” which 
were too bright, too big and inappropriate for the 
area. And, he stated, “We are dealing with the next 
thing to an historic district.” Commissioner Fred 
Wesley labeled the over-sized houses “mini-estates 
on micro-chip lots.” 

In rebuttal to the controversy over the Highland

Film companies thrive on 
low fees, love Sierra Madre 


The Sierra Madre News caused some Hak 
against filming companies with an editorial in 
the Jan. 31 issue. So far the only person not 
to agree with the editorial was a teenager who 
does not own a business in the city. 

Everyone else who has come through our 
doors has agreed with the premise of the edi¬ 
torial and offered to “do something. 

Nearly everyone who came in to com¬ 
miserate suggested The News find out just how 
much the city makes from these film crews We 
have called nearby cities and the report tollows. 

Fees range everywhere from 52500 per dav 
to $90, no matter how many days. Sierra 
Madre is within the so-called norm, charging 
half of what pasadena and Monrovia get 
for the same serv ice. 

Sierra Madre receives $250 for the first 
day and $90 a day for each additional and 


successive day of licensing for filming. The 
city does not charge for still photography. 

Pasadena receives $480.84 per day for 
filming and $38.47 per day for still photog¬ 
raphy. 

W'hen asked the reason for the non- 
rounded-out-figures, Charles Walker ol the 
business licensing department explained the 
amounts are based on costs for processing the 
applications. These fees are three years old 
and Walker implied it was about time to raise 
them. 

“Once you get to a certain point, you 
start discouraging it (the tilming). Television 
shows usually have between $2000 and $5000 
per day to spend. Those towns that collect 
a lower fee obviously get those companies.

Council relies on citizens 
to reguest Group W hearing

Councilman Charles Corp cast the dissenting 
vote with a resounding “No,” when Sierra Madre 
City Councilmembers voted on a motion tollowing 
a 1'/2-hour executive session Friday atternoon. 

In passing that motion, the City Council no¬ 
tifies Sierra Madre Group W subscribers that it 
they wish to initiate a determination hearing, they 
must notify the City Council. The hearing twithin 
a 60-day limit) will follow. If no one comes forth, 
no hearing will be necessary. 

Mayor Tom Edwards read the motion as 
follows: “This City Couticil hereby declares its 
willingness to hold a determination hearing pursuant 
to Section 53066.1 if and when requested and 
required in order to determine the factual aspects 
of Group W’s deregulation declaration. 

“ Furthermore, the City Council makes request 
to Group W (in the event of such hearing date ts 
iset) to provide in advance the requisite doeumen- 
itation and test results. 

“This motion is to be interpreted as the City 
Council complying its requirements for determina¬ 
tion of the law; and is not to be interpreted 
as opposition to Group W's deregulation 

The News called City Attorney Charles Martin 
to translate that “legalese” into a statement that 
laymen could understand and he said, tep 
of the deregulation process calls for 90 days m 
which to determine whether the (cable) system 
qualifies for deregulation under the terms o t e 
law. The requirements include whether or not t e 


cable system has a 70fo or more penetration ratio 
ill an area which has five significantly-viewed tele¬ 
vision stations or four significantly-viewed television 
stations and an educational station. Additionally, 
the citv will need to determine whether the com¬ 
munity service channel requirements have been met. 

1 hey say thev have done all those things. 

‘‘For paragraph 2, if a determination hearing 
is held, they (Group W) must provide the city with 
documents and test results (to prove their allega¬ 
tions). We have no facts and figures and the 
statute provides for certain test results if the hearing 
is held.” 

Translated, the third paragraph says, accord¬ 
ing to Martin, “We’re not saying ‘yes’ or ‘no,’ 
we'’re just saving that if someone (subscriber or 
city resident) challenges, we’re leaving it open for 
them. We’re holding it open to be fair to the 
comnumitv.The law suggests we hold a determina¬ 
tion hearing and the citizenry should hear that 
notice. If there are no requests for a determina¬ 
tion hearing, then we will drop it. If the people 

out there are happy, we’re happy.’ 

Referring to the time interim ot actual de¬ 
regulation, Martin says “It takes between four 
and six months, so it’s about five months. 

Government Code Section 53066.1 authorizes 
a cable television system, which meets certain cri¬ 
teria of that law, to unilaterally opt out of local

Millions of gallons of water pour 
down the spillway of Burrinjuck Dam in 
Australia to take life to the otherwise 
parched land beyond. To do this, the water 
must first tumble headlong into a stilling 
pool where it swirls around and gradully 
becomes quiet. Then, it can flow on and 
do its work without bringing havoc as 
well. 

The Lenten Season is a “stilling pool,” 
a time to bring the forces within us 
under control so that once again they can 
be sent off in right directions. We or¬ 
dinarily think of life as motion. We easily 
get wrapped up into tight balls of busi¬ 
ness. The pitch of life tends to become 
higher and higher. 

As one writer put it, we worship at 
the shrine of the god. Whirl. We suffer 
from the dread disease of always having 
to do something. Lent, with its emphasis 
on the discipline and denial of our ovvn 
powers, is a time to take a fresh grip 
on our time and spirit, to redirect our 
energies, to once again learn how to use 
our powers wisely and to be still long 
enough to let God’s voice command us. 

God took a prophet to a lonely place 
and let him sleep for a good long time 
in order that he might gain a more realis¬ 
tic view of what was happening to him. 
Elijah was exhausted, his nerves shat¬ 
tered and his greatest wish was to run 
away. 

Only after days of quiet did he see 
how powerless his enemies really were, 
that he was not really alone and that life 
would, at last, turn out as he wished. 

So the “stilling pool” resets the tim¬ 
ing of our lives, restores the rhythm to 
life, allows us to tie up the loose ends of 
life, permits the mind to be captivated 
again by ideas big enough for handling 
whatever the moment holds. 

The Psalmist counseled, “Be still and 
know that I am God.” 

There is something about the quiet 
times that allows ut to experience God as 
God, and to experience Him as the God 
Who saves us from what our sin does to 
us, as available to help us in all the 
places of life, as dependable in all the

beyond this life.

‘the Vineyard’ 

ior anyone that has 
only lived in the vicinity 
of Sierra Madre or any 
of the outlying cities, for 
30 or 35 years, they can¬ 
not imagine the beauty 
of the foothills west of 
Sierra Madre in the late 
’30s. Even as late as 
1944, there was no Up¬ 
per or l.ower Hastings 
or Coronet Homes. 

From Michillinda, west 
to Sierra Madre Villa 
and from Sierra Madre 
Blvd. north right up to 
the foot of the moun¬ 
tains, there was nothing 
but grapes, grapes and 
more grapes. An edu¬ 
cated guess would be 
that south of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. there were 
roughly only 10,000 or 
20,000 vines. Now, west 
of Sierra Madre Villa 
they continued both on 
the north and south side 
of what is now Sierra 
Madre Blvd. almost so¬ 
lidly to Altadena Drive 
and down to Paloma — 
can you imagine this cx- 
guisite sight? 

I guess we all took 
this beauty for granted 
in those beautiful smog¬ 
less days. 

In the summertime, 
from Foothill Blvd., there 
were very few trees to 
obscure the view ol a 
gorgeous carpel of green¬ 
ery. 

In the winter, to all 
appearances, — dry, 
dead vines. About a 
quatict of a mile, west 
into the vineyard, run¬ 
ning north from what is 
now Sierra Madre Blvd. 
lo Ihe foot of Ihe moun¬ 
tains, were two rows of 
pepper tiees that shel¬ 
tered a dozen or so fa¬ 
milies that lived there 
the year round, l.ater 
into this account, you 
will surmise why they 
chose to live there. 1 
might inierjccl that at 
that time Sierra Madre 
Blvd. ended at Michil¬ 
linda. 

Around 1937, Sierra 
Madre Blvd. was cut 
through to Pasadena, 
running parallel to the 
P.l'. tracks.

Spoon playing, an art 
that can cause unseemly 
blisters on the hands, 
has been perfected by a 
Sierra Madrean and the 
origin of his playing the 
spoons dates back to when 
Henry Van Straten was 
in a labor camp during 
WWll. 

“In 1940 the Germans 
came into my native Hol¬ 
land, where 1 was born 
and raised near Uie 
Rhine River, and pieked 
me up one day after 
work at the brick fac¬ 
tory.” 

He was taken to Os- 
n a b r u e k , Germany, 
where he was to work 
in an ammunition fac¬ 
tory. Van Straten also 
spoke German fluently, 
and managed to escape 
to a farm in Germany 
and then got across the 
border to Holland where 
he hid out until the end 
of the war. 

In 1960, the Sierra 
Madrean came to this 
area and worked at Cal¬ 
tech as a custodian for 
eight years before retire¬ 
ment . 

During the time he was 
in the labor camp and 


to amuse himself, he be¬ 
gan playing the spoons. 
He had played a har¬ 
monica as a child and 
now can also play the 
harmonica “if somebody 
holds it for me” while 
he is playing the spoons. 
Spoons can be made 
from any medal; silver is 
not necessary. 

It looks easy, but 
many blisters result if 
one docs not know how 
to hold the spoons pro¬ 
perly. Van Straten is a 
left hander, holding the 
spoons with the rounded 
parts together, held in 
his left hand.He beats 
the spoons against his 
right hand held on his 
right knee. The result¬ 
ing percussion sound 
comes out in near-song 
form. 

“If there’s no music, 
1 just sing,” he grins. 
He has performed with 
bands through the years 
and refuses payment. “1 
can play the whole 
night.” 

But can he play 
“Spoon River?”

Film companies thrive Sidewalk art winners

Walker explained. 

Businesses and individual citizens who 
allow film companies to use their land 
may place any extra amount they desire on 
the companies, whatever the price. Walker 
said anything from $100 to the thousands is 
charged film companies by Pasadena, depend 
ing on the area. 

Becky Pike, business license officer of 
Arcadia, explained that her town charges $90 
per location for an unlimited number of days. 

If the film company moves to another lo¬ 
cation, it must pay another $90. She said 
that fee is what it costs the city to complete 
the necessary forms. The fee for stills is $60 
in Arcadia. 

“The filming fee was recently lowered 
from $100 per day to cooperate with the 
Alliance of Motion Picture Producers,” Pike 
told The News. She explained the alliance had 
set many meetings and workshops in an effort 
to keep filming in Southern California and the 
Arcadia City Council had decided to cooperate 
with them. 

“We have no control over individual busi¬ 
nesses or residents who may choose to charge 

whatever they wish,” she said. 

In Monrovia, Business License Officer Ray 
Fleenor said filming costs include $468.50 
for the first day and $234 for each day 
thereafter. Stills are also the same fee; how¬ 
ever, they are basically negotiable depending on 
the length of time an area is used. 

He added that if one business owner or 
resident says “no,” the filming company must 
find another site. Everyone must sign a waiver 
and the film company must bring those sig¬ 
natures to city hall for the city’s perusal. 

According to Earl Bliss, city coordinator 
of San Marino, film companies pay $2500 
per day for anywhere in San Marino except 
Lacey Park. They pay $1000 per day to use 
the city park. There is no charge made by 
the city to use Huntington Library since the 
world-famous library takes care of its own fees. 

Bliss told The News that still photography 
costs $1000 per day around San Marino 
except for Lacey Park where the fee is $500 
per day. 

He also commented that individual busi¬ 
nesses and residents are responsible to charge 
the companies independently.
